The desire for prompt action 
before the holiday recess prompted the 
Ways and Means Committee to press 
Its bill for passage at this time to test 
public sentiment and trust to the Sen¬ 
ate to m&Ke such changes as will ap¬ 
pear necessary when It Is taken up for 
consideration by that body.

RECIPROCITY 


Fundamental Principle of 
Pan-Americanism. 


No announcement w*as made for an 
hour, and when the clerk appeared at 
the office door with an armful of type¬ 
written statem«*nts he waa Instantly the 
center of a sensational rush. Half of 
the statements were torn as the clerk 
attempted to distribute them in the 
crowd of messengers, financial bureau 
men and reporters. Announcement 
was made that the dividend was 1 per 
cent, compared with U4 declared In 
September. The statement given out 
was as follows: 

The conditions prevailing in the coppe< 
trade up lo the commenonnont of the 
present year were very satisfactory, and 
so far hs this country (s concerned, are 
still so. every copper wire. Oras* and 
electrical manufacturing concern being 
run to lls full capacity. A large propor¬ 
tion, however, of the copper produced 
in this country has to find a market 
abroad. The unsatisfactory trade con. 
dlttons whleh have exieteo during the 
present year In Europe, together with 
the fact that the supplies of copper to 
Europe from source* outside this country 
have Incensed, huve jointly caused a 
fnlling-<*ff in exports of about 65.000 tons 
This decrease has In some degree been 
compensated for by Increased domestic 
consumption. By adopting the policy of 
maintaining a. firm price, a large propor. 
tion of the josa ar.sing from the decrease 
of exports has been borne by the com¬ 
panies whose shares are owned, wholly 
or In part, by the Amalgamated Copper 
Company. This policy in tht past has 
been beet for these companies, a,s the 
portion of the cojrper which has been 
sold ha* realized a larger profit than 
would have been realized had all the 
copper which had been produced been 
hold at a much lower price. It has like¬ 
wise prevented fluctuations in price 
which would tend to demoralise the busi¬ 
ness of manufacturer* consuming cop¬ 
per. 


TREATIES ARE RECOMMENDED. 

REPORT OF COMMERCE COMMIT¬ 
TEE OF MEXICO CITY 
CONGRESS. 

CUSTOMS CONGRESS NEEDED. 


Mexico City'. Dec. 19.—The Coitimittee 
on Commerce and Reciprocity of the 
Fan-Ameriran Congress ha* agreed 
substantially on Its report which has 
been prepared by Pablo Maoedo. of the 
Mexican delegation. The report covers 
wide ground. In beginning some dif¬ 
ference of opinion was shown with re¬ 
gard to the subject of reciprocity, but 
it ts understood that the conclusions 
reached are supported by all the mem¬ 
bers. 


In a manner, the advantage* of which 
may be conceded, shall be mutual and 
stable and In a permanent way facili¬ 
tate international traffic^

Wants Customs Congress. 

The committee among Its resolutions 
recommends that within a year a tech¬ 
nical customs congrtss be held in New* 
York, composed of delegates named by 
the different Governments who are 
skilled In the technical know ledge and 
practice of tariff administration. When 
the delegates have been named 
through the medium of the Interna¬ 
tional bureau of American republics, 
the congress shall organize and shall 
•Nmslder various subjects, among which 
are uniformity of rules for the entrance 
and discharge of curgoee and the clear¬ 
ing of vessels engaged In International 
commerce: uniformity and slmpllflca- 
I tlon of customs house forms, etc. 

The committee also Includes In its 
recommendations that the customs con¬ 
gress give Its attention to the means 
for the adoption and enforcement of a 
common commercial nomenclature. 
Tills project was presented by W. I. 
Buchanan, of the United States dele¬ 
gation. who has given the subject 
much attention. 

WENT OYER THE DAM 


Washington. Dec. 19.—Lieut. Gen. 
Miles again attracted unusual attention 
to his utterances by his Interview on the 
Schley case. The Lieutenant General 
of the army has. in this instance, laid 
himself liable to a reprimand by criti¬ 
cising another branch of the service. He 
has accused the Navy Department of 
being in a conspiracy to rob Schley of 
his honors, and It ts claimed by the 
enemies of Schley to be perfectly justi¬ 
fiable for the Secretary of the Navy to 
caJl the attention of the Secretary of 
War to this accusation made by the 
head of the army. In fact, certain naval 
and army officers fall to see how S6c- 
ret ary Long can Ignore such an accu¬ 
sation made against his department. 
They say It Is his duty to protect that 
department of the Government and he 
cannot ignore this alleged statement 
coming from Gen. Miles. Secretary 
Root, If Secretary Long acts, cannot 
fall to call the attention of Gen. Miles 
to his reported Interview and ask If it 
Is correcL If Gen. Miles acknowledges 
the Interview' there Is nothing left for 
Secretary Root but to reprimand the 
head of the army for unjust and cen¬ 
sorious criticism of the Navy Depart¬ 
ment.

—Christopher C. Barnaby. district vice 
president of the United Mine Workers 
of America* who wan Indicted along 
with District President Wood and Or* 
yanizer Kissinger by the Webster coun¬ 
ty grand Jury ns accessories before the 
fact to wilful murder, was arrested by 
Deputy Sheriff Thomas to-day. The 
Webster county authorities hearing 
that Barnaby was In Madisonville no¬ 
tified Sheriff Hankins to arrest him and 
hold him until an officer could arrive 
from Dixon to take charge of him. Bur¬ 
naby was not . locked up at once, but 
remained lr. custody of the oificer until 
late this afternoon, when he was lodged 
1 m hunt thy bans. 

When arrested Barnaby was in the 
act of boarding the Louisville and 
Nashville paassenger train going north. 
A ticket for Henderson jvas found on 
his person. Barnaby knew nothing of 
the fact that an effort was being made 
to secure ft** indictnvnt against him. 
and was not informed of the action of 
the grand Jury until late this morning. 
He expressed great surprise when toid, 
and declared that he was innocent of 
any crime- When seen at the jail this 
evening he refused to say anything for 
publication other than to declare his In¬ 
nocence. 

The papers for the arrest of Wood 
and Kissinger, the other two union 
leaders Indicted, have been sent to the 
officials of Muhlenberg county to be 
served. I Wood was at Central City this 
afternoon, but the whereabouts of Kls- 
Blnger is not known.

Indictments Were a Surprise. 


Frankfort. Ky., Deo. 19.—[Special.]— 
The Court of Appeals to-day affirmed a 
Judgment of the Jefferson law and 
Equity Court uphold.ng the appoint¬ 
ment by Gov. Beckham In February. 
1900, of David S. Augustus as a Magis¬ 
trate in the city of Louisville. Judge 
Hobson delivered the opinion of the 
court and Chief Justice Paynter and 
Judge O’Rear dissent from th* ma¬ 
jority opinion. 

The question of the right of Augustus 
to hold the office was raised by Mag¬ 
istrate C. A, Oimstead. whom he was 
appointed to succeed, 

Olmste&d ’ was elected Justice of the 
Peace In November, 1894. for a term of 
three years, and until the election and 
qualification of his successor, under 
Section 99 of the Constitution. In No¬ 
vember, 1897, Joseph Neihcflf was elected 
for the succeeding term, but died before 
qualifying. On January 3, 1898, the 
County Judge appointed Samuel Hlsley 
to thi? office. He brought suit Against 
the appellant for the office and was de¬ 
feated In the Jefferson Circuit Court, 
which took the view that appellant was 
entitled to the office until 1898. Klslcy 
resigned on December 11, 1899. and the 
County Judge appointed appellee Augus¬ 
tus, and in February following the 
Governor also appointed him on the 
ground that the appointing power was 
not vested In the County Judge. Augus¬ 
tus then instituted an action to recover 
the office. The court beiow adjudged in 
his favor. In upholding the judgment 
of the court below the court here says: 
“If the Legislature may declare a va¬ 
cancy to exist when an officer falls to 
qualify in a prescribed time we see no 
reason why It may not declare a va¬ 
cancy where his failure to qualify with¬ 
in the time fixed is due to h s death 
after hla election and before his quali¬ 
fication."

COAL FAMINE AND ZERO WEATHER 

IS THE SITUATION IN CHICAGO 


Lands I n Tennessee 
Change Hands. 


Chicago. Dec. 19.—Chioagq to staring 
a coal famine In the face and 15 degrees 
below zero is predicted by the weather 
bureau within twenty-four hours. 
Throughout the entire city big consum¬ 
ers of hard and soft coal are begging 
shippers to supply them, but without 
avail. The severe weather and the 
floods throughout the coal mining dis¬ 
tricts have tied up railroads to such 
an extent that shipments are almost 
Impossible. To add to the serious short¬

JOHN SWINTON DEAD. 


The explosion occurred In one of the 
big blast furnace*. The men were at 
work at the top of Che furnace, over 
120 feet from the ground They were 
employed as fillers and were Just get¬ 
ting ready to quit w’ork, being members 
Of the night crew, when the gas. which 
bad accumulated In the furnace, explod¬ 
ed and tons of molten metal, cinders 
and slag Iron were thrown over the un¬ 
fortunate men on the top of the struc¬ 
ture. 

When the gas let go a panic ensued 
on the small platform at tbe top. The 
men made a rush for the elevator, but 
it had gone down and there \aas no es¬ 
cape. To Jump meant death and to re¬ 
main on the platform was Ju*t as cer¬ 
tain doom. 

The tons of molten metal and flames 
fell upon them and burned nine men to 
death. Their bodies dropped to the roof 
of the mill, eighty-five ftet below, ev¬ 
ery bone broken and an unrecognizable 
mass of human flesh.

Taken To the Morgue. 

Hurry calls were sent to the police 
and morgue. Patrols from all sections 
arrived before 7 o'clock and the morgue 
wagon was with them. The bodies of 
some of tbe dead and many of the 
wounded were strewn about the yard 
beneath the furnace, some of the dead 
having fallen from tbe slippery roof to 
tbe ground. 

The cries of the injured broke the i 
stillness which had spread over the j 
place when the fury of the explosion 
and fire had abated. 

To remove the dead from the roof of 
the mill It was found necessary to get 
Hook and Ladder No. 13 and the fire¬ 
men rarrled the burned, charred and 
misshapen masse* of humanity to the 
morgue wagon and placed them in.

In all 
parts of the yard beneath the furnace 
the Injured were found. The injured 
were hurried to the Mercy and other 
hospitals. 

At 9 o’clock Thomas Jones and Ar¬ 
thur Young, managerr of the plant, 
gave the statement that nine men were 
killed and five injured. They say that 
ordinarily only three men work on top 
of the furnace, but this morning about 
6:15 o'clock one of the heavy Iron 
wagons u*ed In taking up the ore to the 
top of the furnace got stuck on the top 
of the structure and the three men sent 
for assistance.

Two Men and a Woman Under Ar¬ 
rest In Florida For Fraudu¬ 
lent Use of Mails. 


New York. Dec. ^9.—The Herald say*: 

John Swlnton. *e1l known a* an ad¬ 
vocate of labor and a writer on polit¬ 
ical and economic subjects, died at t 
o clock Sunday morning, at hto home, 
658 Lafayette avenue, Brooklyn. 

He had been 111 for ten day* a* the 
result of a nervous breakdown In 
health, which affiteted him about ten 
years ago. He went to Europe at that 
time and was advised to give up work 
entirely, but disregarded the advice. 
Since that time he had worked sys¬ 
tematically. until he became seriously 
111^ His last writing, “On the Road to 
Nazareth.” appeared In the Christmas 
Herald. 

John Swlnton was horn In IUinoto. 
and hto father was one of the pioneers 
of that 8tate. When a young man Mr. 
Swlnton came to New York, and. 
though he had lived temporarily In 
many other places In this country, he 
always regarded New York as hto 
home. 

He learned the printers trade here 
and worked at It In many office* 
throughout the country, and picked up 
a great fund of general Information 
and experience with men. He had a 
good academic education and had 
studied medicine, but hto natural bent 
was always toward newspapers. 

Since before the Civil War Mr. Swin- 
ton had been a contributor to all the 
principal newspaper* in New York, and 
had at times been regularly attached 
to various editorial stalls His article 
In the Herald on September l last, on 
"The impending Industrial Crisis” at¬ 
tracted much attention. 

Since the labor question began to be 
agitated in this country Mr. Swlnton's 
sympathies had been with the move¬ 
ment. and he encouraged and support¬ 
ed It by every means In bis power. 
After the Tompkins square riot, in 1874. 
he came f<»rw*ard as an avow*cd and 
fiery champion of the extreme demands 
of the so-called labor element. 

In 1874 he was nominated for Mayor 
by the socialists and made s* vigorous 
and undaunted a campaign A 9 though 
he had had a chance of election, speak¬ 
ing in scores of places and to all kinds 
of auditors, in all kinds of surroundl* g* 
save those which were unqualifiedly 
agreeable. 

He has appeared before the Legis¬ 
lature many times In opposition to 
measures that he believed to be detri¬ 
mental to w*age workers, and In advo¬ 
cacy of the measures that were the 
reverse. He led In the crusade against 
the manufacture of cigars In tenement 
houses, and was among the first to de¬ 
nounce Chinese Immigration. 

He conducted for four yeara. from 
188.1 to 1887. a newspaper of hls own, 
called John Sw*inton's Paper, an enter¬ 
prise that was financially unsuccess¬ 
ful. but not from lack of vigor on Mr, 
Swlnton’s part.

Mr. Cannon said he was in favor of 
the building of the canal, but thought 
there should be a place to put the canal 
before It was authorized. As this was 
a reques* for consld* ration, however, he 
would not object, and the order for con¬ 
sideration of the bdli was made.

Report of Committee. 

The report of the Hodse Committee on 
Commerce transmitting the Canal Bill, 
after stating the terms of the bill, says 
In part: 

The purpose of this bill Is to concentrate 
authority ami resp^siblWty . for # . lhe HiI f®S‘ 
ft truction of this gr^at work In the hands 
of the President. It baa been btdteved by 
your committee that this course wouid be 
a safer one to be pursued In tarrying out 
tiie purpose* of tho bill, involving the ex¬ 
penditure of so large a sum of money, all 
the work and all the expenditure to bo 
made at a distance so far from 
tal than any other method that could be 
devised We have tried to concentrate 
authority and responsibility rather than 
to dl»!M*rse It among many persons 

The report refers to the “exhaustive 
report made by the Isthmian Commis¬ 
sion. of which Rear Admiral Walker fl 
the head, in which every feature of this 
enterprise Is fully and at length dis¬ 
cussed.” ar.d adds: 

No doubt is expre^^ed by the commis¬ 
sion as to the practicability of the enter¬ 
prise; on the contrary, they Join with a 
aco-re of predecessors in expressing their 
belief that th«* work can be carried lo a 
successful termination within the limits 
of reasonable cos: and reasonable time. 
All of the great political parties are com¬ 
mitted to tho policy of tlvc const ruction 
of this canal. 

The report then quotes th* declara¬ 
tions of the various party platforms 
and President McKinley and Roose¬ 
velt favoring the canal.

pursuant to this article, all powers con¬ 
ferred upon Congress by this article may 
be exercised by the several States. 

The amendment last year was favor¬ 
ably reported by live House Committee 
on Judiciary and received ihe support 
of the majority In the House, although 
the vote was not the necessary two- 
thirds required on a constitutional 
amendment.

CLUB WANTS LOW TAXES. 


Committee Will Be Appointed To Ask 
For Better Street Car Service. 


FAVORS ARMY POST SITE. 


A small but enthusiastic open meeting 
of the Commercial Club was held at the 
Louisville Hotel last night at which a 
number of Important questions were de- 
debated by various members and nu¬ 
merous resolutions adopted, caltlng up< n 
the next Legislature to enact legisla¬ 
tion beneficial to Louisville, asking the 
city administration to keep the new tax 
rate as low as possible arid calling upon 
the street*railway company to Improve 
the street car service. 

The prime object of the meeting, as 
stated In the call, was to present Mr. 
W. R. Belknap, former president of the 
club, with a certificate of honoraty mem¬ 
bership. Tills Mr. Clarence Dallam, 
president of the club, did In a few ap¬ 
propriate remarks In calling the meet¬ 
ing to order. In accepting the gift, Mr. 
Belknap made a lengthy speech, which 
opened an avenue for numerous other 
speeches on timely topics pertaining to 
the best Interests of the city. Mr. Bel¬ 
knap praised the club for Its earnest 
efforts In developing the city and as¬ 
sured the club that he would always 
take a lively and active Interest In its 
affairs. He said he was glad that the 
club had never given Itself over to 
pessimism, and whllejlt had accomplish¬ 
ed a great deal of good work In the 
past, much more was before It, and he 
thought each member should endeavor 
to do his part of the work. He thought 
the club should Join hands with the city 
government in anything It undertook 
that would be beneficial to the city. 

• • • 

Compliments the Mayor, 


He paid Mayor Grainger a high com¬ 
pliment by saying that he represented 
the best Interests of the city and stood 
for progress. He spoke about the pres¬ 
ent street car facilities and said he 
hoped some way could be found to Im¬ 
prove It without Impoverishing the com¬ 
pany. He wanted to see the streets 
better lighted and an arc light placed 
at the mouth of each alley, ris he 
thought that plenty of light was Just as 
essential to a city as.a good police de¬ 
partment and one could do as much 
towards preventing crime as the other. 
Mr. Belknap said that he did not want 
to discuss politics, but thought the city 
should have a first-class engineering de¬ 
partment that would lay out the grow¬ 
ing pai:t of. the city in anticipation of 
its growth. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Belknap’s 
speech the Committee on Legislation 
made Its report. In which It recom¬ 
mended that the State Legislature be 
asked to pass such legislation as would 
give cities the right to adopt the license 
system of taxation instead of the pres¬ 
ent ad valorem system; that the double 
liability clause be abolished; that a 
Bureau of Publicity and Information be 
established. Mr. William A. Robinson, 
chairman of that committee, spoke at 
some length on these three subjects, say¬ 
ing that they had called on Gov. Beck¬ 
ham at Frankfort and had been ac¬ 
corded a warm reception, and that Gov. 
Beckham would probably recommend 
some of the measures asked for In his 
message to the Legislature. 

• • * 

To Draft Bills For Legislature. 


Former Gov. Bradley also made a few 
remarks pertaining to the subjects un¬ 
der discussion and he pledged his ef¬ 
forts to get the Republican members of 
th^ legislative l>ody to do all they could 
towards having favorable legislation 
pasaed. Ho also suggested that it 
would be wise to have certain congres¬ 
sional legislation passed for the im¬ 
provement of the Ohio river which he 
said was the great artery of commerce 
to Louisville and should be built up. 
Following his remarks. Prof. E. H, 
Mark offered a resolution approving 
the report of the Committee on Legis¬ 
lation and resolving that the cordmlt- 
tee and the board of directors be au¬ 
thorized to draft and present to the 
Legislature bills that would be benefi¬ 
cial to the St.a't<x The resolution was 
unanimously adopted. 

• • • 

Lively Debate On Tax Rate. 


Mr. F. X. Hartwell then offered a 
resolution to the effect that the club 
should use Its t»»-st efforts to prevent 
an Increase In the city tax rate; that 
each «»f the departments be conducted 
as economically a* possible, and that 
more revenue be applied to the Improve¬ 
ment of streets and sewers. This reso¬ 
lution brought on a lively debate, which 
resulted In Us being adopted. 

Mr. E. J. McDermott was the first 
speaker on the subject. He said that as 
the Mayor and member* of both boards 
of the General Council were business 
men they should be given a fair chance 
in the matter of expenditures and fixing 
the mx rate. He was In favor of a low 
tax rate. He vv«»uld be glad to have it 
remain at th»- present figure, and he 
did not want to see it raised 25 cents 
or more. 

The Public Policy Committee al*>> 
made a report on the subject. It stat«*l 
that Inforirmtiun had come to It that 
the rate would be raised, atid it thought 
it was the duty of the club to ask for 
a low rate. The report was adopted, a* 
was Mr. Hartwell's resolution. 

• • • 

Want Car Service Improved. 

A resolution was offered instructing 
the president to appoint a committee 
to ascertain the wishes of the citizens 
of Louisville In regard to a coliseum for 
the holding of conventions and other 
large gatherings. This resolution was 
also adopted. Mr. Sam P. Jones then 
offered a resolution instructing the 
l»i*e*id*ul to appoint a committee of 


seven to confer with the officers of the 
Louisville Railway Company with ref¬ 
erence to Improving the car service by 
securing modern cars, heating and ves- 
tlbullng them and using conductor*. 
The resolution also provided If the com¬ 
pany flailed to comply with the wishes 
of the club It should use Its influence 
to have the City Council adopt laws 
compelling the company to Improve It* 
service. The latter part of the resolu¬ 
tion did not meet with favor, though 
several speeches were made for and 
against H. The club thought it was not 
a good idea to threaten the company, 
os little could be accomplished in that 
way. Mr. Bradley thought the compa¬ 
ny should be compelled to Improve Its 
service. However, on amendment strik¬ 
ing out the last clause in the resolution 
was prnp<A*t;d and adopted, after which 
the resolution was adopted.

Favors Army Post Bite. 


FURNITURE. 


Mr. Charles B. Norton, chairman of 
the Army Post Committee, who went 
to Washington to secure an army post 
for Louisville or the Immediate vicinity, 
made his report He told of the visit 
to Washington and how* the committee 
was staggered when it learned how 
much land was necessary. However, 
he thought that If the club would get 
to work the land could be secured and 
this end of the State would profit by It 
He said the land could be found within 
a few miles of Louisville, and he be¬ 
lieved that If the proper amount of en-„ 
eigy was shown Louisville would be 
successful In this undertaking. A res¬ 
olution was adopted Instructing the 
committee to continue Its work In con¬ 
junction with a similar committee from 
the Board of Trade and to leave noth¬ 
ing undone that would tend to secure 
the post. 

Numerous other short speeches were 
trade on various subjects and the final 
speaker of the evening was Mr. Jerry 
Porter, of Clinton, who made a happy 
speech regarding the good work be¬ 
ing done by the club. When the speak¬ 
ing concluded. Mr. David Hlrsch, chair¬ 
man of the Entertainment Committee, 
invited the guests into the private din¬ 
ing-room of the hotel, where he served 
a cold lunch with refreshments and 
cigars.

Louisville or the State freed from the 
menace of a law which would have con¬ 
fiscated the trade of the tobacco ware¬ 
house*. Tot this vicious law has been 
suffered to remain flfte-n years upon 
the statute hook and Is only an ex¬ 
treme case of other vicious legislation. 
One such is the double liability clause 
** to ^he shares of manufacturing ami 
commercial companies, and another is 
the constitutional provision which gives 
the Legislature the power of direct¬ 
ing how cities shall raise their 
revenues. tactically dll the new 
corporations now* organized get their 
charter* outside the State In order to 
escape these vexatious and short-sight¬ 
ed statutes, but the State still dictates 
to the metropolis and capital is still 
antagonized by arbitrary statutes ns 
to taxation and other matters. If Ken¬ 
tucky Is to have her proper gTowth, 
our lawmakers must permit the build¬ 
ing of railroads, mills, factories, ware¬ 
houses and other trading and manufac¬ 
turing enterprises generally.

An Industrial Contrast. 

The enterprising State of Indiana Is 
to be congratulated on the magnificent 
showing made by her Industries In the 
preliminary census report. A gain of 78 
per cent- In the amount of capital, of 
67 per cent. In the.value of products and 
similar increases in .wages and outlays 
are exhibits of which our Hoosler 
neighbors may well be proud. 

There is a special reason for the 
great Increase In Indiana's Industries 
apart from the general thrift and en¬ 
ergy characteristic of the Common¬ 
wealth. The discovery of natural gas 
In a larRe belt offered an abundance of 
cheap fuel which caused the starting 
up of a great many new factories. In¬ 
cluding such Important industries as 
tin plate mills. The new attraction took 
away some of the best establishments 
In New Albany and even some which 
had been located In Louisville. As the 
gas could easily be piped Into the large 
clttes they, too, shared Ui the benefits 
thereby derived, and are still profiting 
by them, although the supply of gas 1b 
not likely to be permanent. 

The city of Louisville is a much 
larger city than Indianapolis, but the 
past decade's increaso In the manufac¬ 
turing capital of tha.1 city was 142 per 
cent, against 36.6 per cent. here, while 
the value of her products rose 89 per 
cent, and those of ours grew less than 
60 per cent. We have done well In the 
Kentucky metropolis, but in Indianap¬ 
olis they have don*» bettrr, as must be 
acknowledged. Louisville, however, still 
|euds by a very handsome excess both 
In capital and In value of manufactures. 
Our products were worth $79,271,344 In 
1900 and <>ur capital employed In manu¬ 
facture* was $49,294,701. while the In¬ 
dianapolis products were valued at $6S,- 
6971,364 and her capital was $26.*99.114. 

It Is u*el»** to shut our eyes to the 
fact that other .States without superior 
re^ouri'*. are surpassing us in the 
growth of industries and the increas** 
of wea»*.h and resources. For this the 
people of Kentucky are alone to blame. 
'The State ha« an abundance of capital, 
plenty of labor, the cheapest coal and 
iron ore to be found anywhere and 
transportation both by water and rail. 
Nothing Is lacking but the disposition 
to eugage In new enterprises on us 
rapid a scale as is compatible with our 
wealth and resource*. We have deposits 
of coat and iron much superior to what 
Indiana enjoys, ahd all they need * 
development. On the other hund Indi¬ 
ana possesses superior railroad f&cl!ltks 
to ours, scarcely any county In the 
8tale not being amply cared for. Vet 
we are building no new line*. 

One fact which stand* out to deter 
capital from new undertakings Is the 
fear of hostile laws. We have Juti v*en 
the largest single business Interest In 


Old Spanish Grants. 

The story that a German corporation 
has acquired an exclusive right to nav. 
igate Lake Nicaragua and the San 
Juan river for a term of years may or 
may not be Important in connection 
with the preparations for constructing 
the Isthmian canal. After the bill for 
the purpose shall have passed Congress, 
negotiations with Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica for the purpose of getting the nec¬ 
essary' concessions will be continued, 
and all question* touching the power 
Of the two republics to deliver the goods 
will necessarily come up for considera¬ 
tion. 

It would not be surprising, but rather 
In accord with previous experience, if 
there should be some trouble with ref¬ 
erence to former grants, or concessions 
as they are commonly called In Latin 
countries. When the United States ac¬ 
quired California. New Mexico and the 
other territory ceded as the resilft of 
the war with Mexico, much trouble 
soon developed with reference to titles, 
in consequence of old Spanish conces¬ 
sions which were revived and brought 
Into the courts. It was found that the 
Government of Spain had been very 
liberal in granting many square leagues 
of territory here and there to favorites 
or subjects that had rendered services 
of one kind or another. Not only were 
there claims of that sort that were In 
every way valid, and which the courts 
were obliged to uphold, but the old 
Spanish concessions furnished a prom¬ 
ising field for adventurers and swind¬ 
lers, who either got hold of grants, orig¬ 
inally valid, which had been forfeited, 
or w ho invented them outright. A very 
flAgrant instance of the last named kind 
was exposed only a few years ago, In 
which all sorts of forgery were em¬ 
ployed to make a prlma facte case. 

The Spanlsh-Amerlcan countries have 
not been behind Spain In the liberality 
displayed In making all kinds of con- 
ceaaiona Many' of these have remained 
unused and have been forfeited by fail¬ 
ure -to comply with. tludr ^conditions. 
Others have been made by revolution¬ 
ary leaders, and dlffefent persons have 
received grants of the same property or 
privilege from men’ claiming to have 
authority. It Is extrerntdy probable 
that extensive claims will be put for¬ 
ward to concessions touching the canal 
route by people who will wish to be 
bought off by the United States. Very 
great care will be needed to get all 
valid concessions extinguished before 
the work of construction be begun. 




A Hopeless Proposal. 

The German paper, the Kreuz Zeitung, 
which discusses the probability of the 
intervention of the United States in 
South Africa, may speak for a respecta¬ 
ble element of the German people, but 
hardly for the German Government, 
though It may sometimes reflect the 
views of the authorities. The Govern¬ 
ment might. Indeed, not object to such 
intervention, but It is too well informed 
to expect from the United States what 
It I* unwilling to do itself. 

The German paper reminds us that 
American independence would not have 
been possible without foreign Interven¬ 
tion. Whjle this question Is debatable, 
what the Kreuz Zeitung save is proba¬ 
ble enough. Rut the 1 argument Is by no 
means conclusive, and the reference 
is not happy In the connection ifc w*hlch 
It was used. It was Louis XVI. w’ho 
came to the rescue of the struggling col¬ 
onists, and the example of the latter la 
believed t > have had a good deal to do 
in precipitating the revolution in which 
the French monarch lest his head.^But 
it was not any love for free institutions 
which Induced Lout* and his Ministers 
to declare war agalnEt England, but 
rather a desire to curb the power of the 
latter country. The United States en¬ 
tered Into a treaty of alliance with 
France, but when oikt* aid was asked In 
a war against England It was not forth¬ 
coming. Our policy to avoid entangling 
alliances prevented us from going to the 
assistance even of the French, who had 
rendered us so signal a service. In fact. 
It whs only fifteen years after our In¬ 
dependence that the United States en¬ 
gaged in a war with France herself. 
The fact that there was a war has been 
somewhat obscured by our historians, 
but the United States Supreme Court 
twice decided, after full argument, that 
we were at war with France In 1798. 

The German puper argues that we 
could intervene effectually in the South 
African dispute, because we could in¬ 
vade Canada. No doubt an Invasion of 
Canada would be an Incident of a war 
between the United Sf\p« and Great 
Britain, but what good would that do 
the Boers? Canada is not of great im¬ 
portance to Great Britdln, except for 
sentimental reasons, because it is es¬ 
sentially an independent country. H 
may be assumed that British troops 
would be withdrawn from South Africa 
in order to protect Canada, but this 1 * 
by no mwin? certain or even probable 
The war would be mainly vu Uit 


Though our navy, notwithstanding Its 
inferior strength, gave a good account 
of Itself In the last war with Gr?at 
Britain. It would be deafly Impossible 
for us to land troops In South Africa, 
whlrh would be necessary to give direct 
relief to the Boers. When the time for 
making peace arrived Great Britain 
might be willing to give up South Africa 
In exchange for Canada, but it Is doubt¬ 
ful If public opinion In America would 
permit tf|Rt. The old opposition to pull¬ 
ing down tl:r flag wherever It had been 
raised 'would be sur» to develop. 

Such discussion as this, however, l» 
purely academic. Sympathy for the 
Boer** In this country there Is In abun¬ 
dance. but nobody who holds an im¬ 
portant position In the party In power 
has the most remote idea of going to 
war with Great Britain on account of 
the situation In South Africa. That r*rt 
of the world Is too remote and of too 
little Importance to us to Justify us In 
Incurring so vast an outlay of 
money and sacrifice of life ns would 
be involved In a forcible Intervention. 
The "war of humanity" with Spain is 
by no means a parallel case. Cuba was 
at our door, and Spanish dominion 
there, which had long been a menace, 
had become a positive nuisance. In 
spite of this, war might have been 
avoided but for the bumptiousness of 
Spanish officials, culminating In the 
blowing up of the Maine under circum¬ 
stances which necessarily created great 
popular excitement and indignation. 
Even this short war has proved pro¬ 
tracted In Its consequences, has cost a 
good deal of blood and treasure and has 
opened the way for precedents upon 
which thoughtful men look with appre¬ 
hension. It is even said that. In spite 
of the sacrifices we havV made, the peo¬ 
ple of Cuba. Porto Rico and the Phil¬ 
ippines love us even less than they do 
the Spaniards. While Americans would 
like to see an end of hostilities In South 
Africa they are not In the least dis¬ 
posed to put an end to one war by in¬ 
augurating another on their own ac¬ 
count. 


British Revival. 

British consols, which cloeed on De¬ 
cember 1 at 9!%, with the dividends on, 
closed at 941-16 yesterday for money 
with the dividend off. This Is a sub¬ 
stantial recovery on the obligations of a 
government which some people are dis¬ 
posed to think on Its last Lgs. The 
appreciation In consols Is mainly be¬ 
cause of the conviction that there are to 
be no more issues und that there will 
be an early termination of the war In 
South Africa, but times are getting gen¬ 
erally better in England. The last 
number of the Statist to arrive n this 
country takes an optimistic view of the 
home railway traffic situation. It says: 

"The traffic returns this week have 
been unexpectedly good, and as wo are 
now within four w«*eks of the end of the 
year the addition to the receipts of many 
of the companies, combined with a re¬ 
duced expenditure. Is expected to result 
In a marked Improvement In the dividend 
distributions of the current half year as 
compared with those of the December 
half of 1900. Further. It Is hoped that if 
the war can be brought to an end with¬ 
in the next few months the trade, de¬ 
pression may be of comparatively short 
duration, and that further economies in 
expenditure by reason of the Improved 
methods of working and cheaper fuel and 
railway material will enable the compa¬ 
nies In future to malntuln a higher rate 
of dividend than that paid for the twelve 
months to June 90 last. The traffics so 
far In the current half year have been 
very much better than appeared prob¬ 
able a few weeks ago. The receipts of 
seventeen principal lines for the twenty- 
two weeks to December 1 amount to 
£39,951,000 In contrast to only £39.971.000 In 
the corresponding period of lust year, an 
Increase of no less than £5S0,000. Conse¬ 
quently, If the companies have been able 
to buy their coal much more cheaply than 
they did lust year, us undoubtedly they 
have, and their material at somewhat 
reduced prices compared with a year ago, 
and have been able to effect considerable 
economies by reducing train mileage, the 
profits for the current half year will show 
very marked Improvement. If these prof¬ 
its are divided as heretofore, the divi¬ 
dends to be distributed ^ln January and 
February next will be very much better 
than those distributed last year. • • • 
This Improvement In earnings, combined 
with the belief that prices will not fail 
much further even should trade remain 
depressed, and that, temporarily at any 
rate, they may recover appreciably, has 
caused a marked advance In prices of 
several home railway stocks." 

Even In the Old World the signs of 
depression which began to gamer si 
thickly & this time two years ago aie 
now passing away. The effect of re¬ 
turning prosperi > across the water will 
l»e felt everywhere, for the interest's of 
Great Britain extend into every quar¬ 
ter of the globe. No other nation lias 
such an enormous accumulation of in¬ 
vestments In foreign lands, as well an 
at home, and with trade activity there 
the benefits will be perceived ry- 
where. It is significant, however, that 
the Improvement in railway returns is 
to much helped by e**p.vlng the success¬ 
ful American methods.

BETWEEN TWO TRAINS. 


Fireman and Express Messenger Were 
Killed and Twenty-five Passen¬ 
gers Hurt. 


San Francisco. Dec. 19.—North and 
southbound Southern Pacific coast lim¬ 
ited trains running between this city 
nnd Lob Angeles, came together In a 
head-on collision at Uplands early this 
morning. A fireman and express mes¬ 
senger were killed and twenty-five pas¬ 
sengers more or less Injured, probably 
not one fatally. 

Both engines were demolished and the 
baggage, smoking and chair cars of the 
northbound train were burned. None 
of the passengers or cars of the south¬ 
bound train was injured. The only pas¬ 
sengers hurt were those in the smoking 
and day • oaches of the northbound 
train. In the smoker ivere half a dozen 
Italian laborers. Four of them were 
badly bruised and scalded by escaping 
steam. 

The accident was due. the railway of¬ 
ficials say. to the failure of Engineer 
Coffey of the northbound train to fol¬ 
low out his orders, which Instructed 
him to wait at a siding at Uplands un¬ 
til the Fouthbouncf train passed. Instead 
of waiting the train passed the siding 
at the rate of thirty miles an hour. 

Half a mile beyond it ran into the 
southbound, which was coming at an 
equal rate of speed. Just as the en¬ 
gines came together t.he crews Jumped 
for their lives, all escaping except Fire¬ 
man Garland. Ju9t as be was about to 
leap the locomotives overturned and he

Landlord Frank M. Ogden, of the 
Falls City Hotel, took the stand. ID* 
told of the arrival of *‘W. L. Ten Hyke * 
(Rathbun) and ’’Newel! C. Rathbun” 
(Charles Goodman, the victim),) at his 
hotel cm November t. He said he was 
not present when the men registered. 

In answ-**’ to a question he said. 
"The man who came In the afternoon 
wtth "Ten Kyke” looked entirely dif¬ 
ferent from the man I found dead. The 
man who came with "Ten Eyke” had 
to look up when he talked with his 
companion. The dead man was taller.” 

Counsel for the prisoner smiled over 
this point It is their Intention to dwell 
on It forcibly In the argument 
Deputy Coroner Frohman Coots, who 
stated Immediately after he had em¬ 
balmed Goodman’s body that he de¬ 
tected the odor of laudanum In gas es¬ 
caping from the man’s stnmach. was 
next introduced as a witness. He told 
of ths letters foui u in the dead man’s 
pockets addressed to Newell c. Rath¬ 
bun and purporting to come from Rath- 
bun’s wlf *. Whil* t ie Coroner was re¬ 
peating th" contents of the letters. At¬ 
torney Phlppa, for the defense, de¬ 
clared : 

"There Is no evidence that the pris¬ 
oner Is Newell C Rathbun.” 

Judge Marsh remarked: 

‘•Well, this man was arraigned ns 
Newell C. Rathbun. He answered to 
that name and pleaded not guilty to 
an indlctmer.t charging him with mur¬ 
der.

The answer was that th**y were vol¬ 
untarily made. 

Cross-examination of the witness was 
begun by Attorney Dunbar AVItness 
told of the condition of the body and 
bed. He said the pupils of Goodman’s 


■ eyes were slightly contracted. He was 
i then asked to explain how he embalmed 
the body and to say whether or not 
I embalming fluid contained poison add¬ 
ing: 

"I believe most embalming fluids are 

poison.” 

Prosecutor Mayfield entered an ob¬ 
jection. It was sustained. 

"Did you ever use a nonpolsonous 
fluid?" was asked. 

"That is lira wing the point pretty 
fine,” suggested the court. 

• • • 

Embalming Fluid Contained Poison. 

"Yon cannot draw the point too fine; 
$fcls man’s life Is at stake,” was Mr. 
Dunbar’s comment. 

The •witness said he used a fluid made 
In Chicago, said to contain no poison. 

He wau asked if It contained formal¬ 
dehyde. The answer was: "Yes.” The 
defense considered tills a good admis¬ 
sion. 

Chief of Detectives Sullivan was 
called. He detailed the story of the 1 
arrest of the prisoner. He told of Rath- 
bun’s arrival In Louisville, November 2, 
his trip to Jeffersonville, November 6, 
with Goodman, whom he had met on 
the atr -1 and who had asked him for 
money with which to buy food. Rath¬ 
bun. he said, had admitted going to the 
Falls City Hotel, registering htmfielf as 
"Ten Eyke” and Goodman as Newell C. 
Rathbun. Rathbun had admitted giv¬ 
ing Goodman a coat and vest because 
he locked shabby. 

Witness said he asked the prisoner: 
"What hupp* ned In the room In the 
hotel In Jeffer.-'onville?” 

Then he told of the prisoner’s going 
Into the room, finding Goodman lifeless, 
placing the letters in his pocket, going 
down stuirp. eating .breakfast, and In¬ 
forming Ijandlnrd Ogden that his part¬ 
ner had gone to bed drunk, would sleep 
late, and to tell him when h*» arose to 
corne tu the "i«ame place" In Louisville, 

I>etective Ross gave corroborative evi¬ 
dence. He told of Rathbun’s anxiety 
concerning the Indiana law touching on 
the crime with which he was charged. 

Detective Ross told of finding a 
crumpled handkerchief In Rathbun’* 
drefc* suit case. This was to show the 
possibility of the prisoner having used 
chloroform to kill Goodman. 

T. A. Flannelly. proprietor of the St. 
Cloud Hotel, testified to Rathbun regis¬ 
tering there as W. Ten Eyke and W. 
L. Ten Eyke. Thin the defense admit* 
ted after the hotel register was ex¬ 
hibited. 

Detective Donahue who, with Detec¬ 
tive Ross, hay done splendid woik In 
the case, corroborated Chief Sullivan. 
He denied using duress to get Rathbun 
to confess. 

Max Ginsberg, the boy whom Good¬ 
man befriended, told of meeting Good¬ 
man on the fatal night, accompanying 
him to First street, between Green and 
Jefferson, and seeing him buy two 
bucket* of beer. Ho said Goodman was 
not druhk. 

Jess** A. Pel ton told of Goodman stop¬ 
ping at the Salvation Army Hotel from 
October 2ft until November 6. 

Capt. Applegate followed, giving testi¬ 
mony on the line of that of the l^ouls- 
vllle detectives. He will finish this 
morning.

A Week and Fixed Scale of 
Prices. 


LIGHT SNOWFALL AT NIGHT 


THE CITY IN TWO DIVISIONS. 


The union Journeymen barber* of Lou¬ 
isville will go on a strike January 1 
unless the boss barbers consent by that 
date to the agreement submitted by the 
union. This was the unanimous resolve 
at a largely-attended meeting of the 
Louisville Journeymen Barbers’ Union, 
Local, No. 45. last night. 

A communication wua received from 
the boss barbers refusing to accept the 
agreement, and. after a thorough dis¬ 
cussion of the situation, the atrlke-oath 
was recited In unison, closing with the 
always impressive words: 

"So heljf me God!” 

The strike will affect 124 shops, and 
210 men will be the number to quit ton- 
sorial work until their demand* are 
granted or some agreement Is reached. 
The only hotel which will not be af¬ 
fected will be the Galt House, whose 
barber-shop is still nonunion. 

The probability of the strike will fur¬ 
nish ample food for thought to the hun¬ 
dreds of men In Louisville who depend 
on others* manipulations of a soap¬ 
brush. razor, \owel, etc., for face com- 
r.»rt. and who are not of the "Wild 
Hill" species as to length of hadr. Hard¬ 
ware stores and dealer* will do a thriv¬ 
ing business. 

The proposed agreement which was 
rejects by the boss barbers states at 
the'outset that It will furnish the neces¬ 
sary employe* In shops from the date 
nf It* acceptance until December 31. 1902. 

The city Ip to be divided Into two dis¬ 
tricts. The First district is to be as 
follow®: Commencing on Fourteenth 

street, from the river, running south to 
Market (“both rides), then east to Eighth 
(both alder), then south to Broadway 
fboth sides), then east to Fifth (both 
sides), then south to Avery (both sides), 
then east to First (both sides), then 
north to Market (both sides), then east 
to Jackson (both rides), then north to 
the river (both sides). The balance of 
the city shall be known as the Second 
dlstrlot. 

The scale of prices and closing hours 
In District No. 1 are to be as follows: 
Hair cut, shampoo or singe, not less 
than twenty-A ve cents; ehave not 
than ten cents; sen-foam, not les*» than 
fifteen cents; trimming the beard, not 
less* than fifteen cents; shaving the 
neck, five cents extra, except with hair 
cut. shampoo, singe, sea foam or tonic. 
Facial muasage, not less than twenty- 
five cents. 

Hours of work commence at 7 a. m. 
and close at 8 p. m.. excepting Satur¬ 
day, when they shall open at 7 a, m. 
and close at 10 p. m. Sundays, New* 
Yearis day. Independence day, Labor 
day, Thanksgiving day and Christmas 
day the shops phall open at 7 a. m. 
and close and 12 m. The scale of w ages 
to bo as follows: Sixty cents on the 
dollar, with guarantee of not less than 
ID per week. Every Journeyman Is to 
receive one-half day each week, or a 
whole day every two weeks. They are 
to receive one hour for dinner and one- 
half hour for supper. 

The shops In the Second district shall 
open at 7 a. m. and cloee at 8 p. m.. 
excepting Saturday, when they open at 
7 a. m. and close at 11 p. m. Sunday 
they may open at 6 a. m., but must close 
at 12 m.. but Journeymen are prohibited 
from going to work before 7 a. m. The 
scale of wages in the Second district 
are to be the same op In the First. 
The only difference is In the scale of 
prices, which the proposed agreement 
makes as follows: 

Hair cut. f»:ngc or phampoo, not less 
than twenty cents; shaving, not le*» 
than ten cents; *ea foam, nut less than 
ten cents; trimming the beard, not less 
than fifteen cents? shaving the neck, 
five cents extra, except with hair cut, 
singe, shampoo, sea foam or tonic.. 
Children’s hair may be cut for fifteen 
cents, excepting Saturday and Sunday, 
when It shall be twenty cents. Faclul 
massage, not leas than twenty-five 
cents. 

The agreement provides tbit at least 
thirty cliys prec eding December 31. 1902. 
It may 1*' renewed. If not. due notice 
• *f any changes shall be given by the 
union AH disagreements which cannot 
l,v adjusted by ihe executive officers of 
tlie union and the bo?s batbers ehall be 
submitted to arbitrators, consisting of 
one appointed by each of the iwo par¬ 
ties. and. In the event of their dis¬ 
agreement, the two arbitrators shall se¬ 
lect a third, who must b-.* a enact leal 
barber, and his decision shall be final.

Zero or thereabouts and a sharp wind 
from the northwest are the Christmas- 
tide Joys in store for those who leave 
their happy homes to-day—at least 
such Is the advance notice sent out by 
Weather Manager Hersey, who has a 
red and blue dotted map with a vast 
area of high barometer on W’hlch to 
base his prediction. 

The failure of the 30-degree ri*e yes¬ 
terday will incline many to accept with¬ 
out question the likelihood of very cold 
weather to-day. 

On Wednesday there was an area of 
low barometer and high temperature 
covering Colorado. Wyoming. Nebiaska, 
South Dakota and Wyoming, which was 
thought to be moving directly on Lou¬ 
isville. Before It got half way here the 
eastward movement was changed to a 
southeasterly, and the Gulf States yes¬ 
terday got the Advantage of a rise of 
from 6 to 20 degrees, while Louisville's 
mean temperature of 11 degrees for the 
day showed a rise of but 3 degrees over 
the mean temperature of the day be¬ 
fore. in the m“antime. the areas of 
high barometer and extreme cold have 
been moving In from the Pacific slope 
and from Southwestern Canada. The 
weather people expect them to Join end 
to strike Louisville In front and flank, 
tumbling the mercury from its Insecure 
perch down to the zero point and pos¬ 
sibly lower. It Is not probable that the 
minimum will be as low as that of Sun¬ 
day. but there seems good reason to 
expect that before morning the second 
coldest day of the year will have come. 

The active agency of a northwest 
wind Is likely to make the day one of 
more suffering for those out of doors 
than any that have preceded It. 

On Wednesday nigh* there was a fall 
of .4 of an Inch of snow. The weather 
was too cold for any heavier deposit, 
the failure to rise on the part of the 
thermometer slaving off the predicted 
sr.ow Murries with the possible four or 
five Inches of snow. 

There was a perceptible wind 
throughout the day. whl h rendered the 
cold sharp and penetrating. The low¬ 
est record for the day was 8 degrees 
above, zero, registered at 7, 8 and 9 
o’clock in the morning. From 9 o'clock 
on there was a steady rise until 14 de¬ 
grees was reached at 2 o'clock. Two 
hours later the mercury began to go 
down ugarn and at 7 o’clOQlt the tem¬ 
perature had fallen to 10 degrees. 

The records for the country showed 
a better condition of affairs. Kansas 
City, with a temperature of zero, and 
St. Paul, with a temperature 4 degrees 
below, being the two coldest places in 
the country- They, with Bismarck and 
St. Louis, were the only places In the 
United States colder than Louisville, 

If IxtulsvlUe had had Us normal tem¬ 
perature. the thermometer would have 
registered 37 degree*. As It was, the 
mean fell 26 below the normal.

The 
present rate la now $1.50, and this will 
he an Increase of nine or ten cents. 

The General Council will meet to¬ 
night to pass the tax rate ordinance. 
If will be reported in the lower board 
and will be passed In short order. There 
will be little other business before the 
Council to-night, the meeting having 
called ex pres si 5' for passing th^ 
tax ra*e ordinance.

Railroad Committee To Meet. 


The Railroad Committee of the Coun¬ 
cil has been called to meet at 2:30 
o’clock this afternoon to consider Coun¬ 
cilman Bucket'* ordinance making It 
compulsory upon the Louisville Hall¬ 
way Company to heat Us cars between 
November 1 and April 12 every year. 
The officials of the railway company 
have been Invited to be present, and 
it is probable that President Minary 
will appear before the committee, lr. 
view of the fact that Councilman Blitz's 
ordinance to compel the railway com¬ 
pany to put vestibules on all Its cars 
was held up by the committee. It Is 
not believed that Mr. Bucket's ordi¬ 
nance will be reported to-night. There 
Is a disposition on the part of the Coun¬ 
cilman to give the company time to 
make certain Improvements which are 
contemplated. The new cars to be pur¬ 
chased will be heated and will be pro¬ 
vided with vestibules.

Says He Is Not Through. 

Mr. Joshua F. Breed yesterday as¬ 
sumed control of the Engineer's office, 
and all books and papers of the de¬ 
partment will be turned over to him. He 
was recognised by the Mayor and the 
Board of Public Works as the legal en¬ 
gineer, and is going about his business. 
Mr. Clarence Parsons called at the City 
Hall yesterday morning and told Mr. 
Breed that he proposed fo continue his 
contest, and that he had no Idea of giv¬ 
ing up the fight for the office.

Change of Ward Boundaries. 

The ward boundaries of the city will 
be changed by the General Council, and 
an ordinance is now pending authoris¬ 
ing Mayor Grainger to appoint a com¬ 
mission to do the work. The object of 
this Is to divide the city equally. 

The authority under which the change 
is to be made Is In Section 2769 of the 
Statutes of Kentucky, concerning the 
regulation of cities of the first class, 
and reads as follow**: 

Representation shall bo equal and uni¬ 
form, and regulated by the number of 
Inhabitant*, an ascertained by the Federal 
«ensue made In 1S90, and by the Federal 
• ensue every ten years thereafter. The 
General Council shall lay off the city Into 
twelve wards, as nearly equal as prac¬ 
ticable In population. 

At the second meeting of the present 
General Council an ordinance was in¬ 
troduced in the lower board by Coun¬ 
cilman Blitz to carry' Into effect this 
provision of the law. and at the last 
meeting of that body the following or¬ 
dinance was adopted unanimously. 

Be Is ordained by tho General Counctl 
of the city of Louisville. That the Mayor 
L« and is hereby authorized to appoint a 
commission, consisting of three members, 
whose duty is shall be to rodistrlct th© 
into twelve wards, as nearly equal 
as practicable In population, based upon 
I he Federal census of IKK). 

Ser fluid commission shall prepare 
a report of their work, which, upon com¬ 
pletion, shall be submitted to th£ Gen¬ 
eral Council. 

Sec. 3. 4Th© compensation for said com¬ 
mission to be fixed by the Mayor, with 
the approval of the General Council, on 
the completion of their work 

The ordinance Is now In the hands of 
Aldermen Uri and O' I learn, composing 
the Revision Committee They may re¬ 
port the measure to-night. If passed 
the Mayor will appoint the commission 
at once

£t. John’s. N, F.. Dec. 19.—Marconi s 

attorney here has informed counsel for 
the Anglo-American Cable Company 
that Marconi will temporarily cease his 
Vests of wireless telegraphy, and, with¬ 
out admitting the rights of the Anglo- 
American Company, will notify that 
company prior to resuming the trials. 
The situation otherwise is unchanged 
to-day. 

Marconi expects to re<-elve messages 
from London to-night giving the final 
result of the negotiations, and he will 
then decide whether to remaiu here or 
go to Nova Scotia. It Is reported that 
a settlement is likely to b»» reached. 

The Anglo-American Cable Company 
Is alleged to be willing to make liberal 
c?oncesslons in view of public feeling 
and the belief In some scientific quarters 
that the system is not likely to be per¬ 
fected commercially before the expira¬ 
tion of the Anglo-American Company’s 
Jnffnopoly. One local paper suggests to- 
Mfciy that Marconi should seek a site on 
the French shore of Newfoundland 
from the French Government, arguing 
that step would probably induce the 
British Government to secure the An¬ 
glo-American Company’s withdrawal of 
Its opposition to Marconi locating a 
wireless station at St. John’s. 

Gov. Boyle, of Newfoundland, garo a 
larg* luncheon to-day in honor *>f Mr 
Marconi. Among the gu-ste present were 
Premier Bond, the GObtOPt Ministers, 
the heads of departments, marine 
Lloyd's underwriters* officials and ref>- 
resenatives of the press. The affair was 
practically a Rtate function. 

In replv to Gov. Boyle's address. Mr. 
Marconi thanked him for the many 
kindnesses which had been shown him 
and for his flattering remark*. After 
referring to the Important factor in the 
progress of civilization, which lies In a 
facility of communication between dif¬ 
ferent countries, Mr. Marconi said. 

•If my system of wireless telegraphy 
mu be commercially established be¬ 
tween different parts of the earth, the 
possibility of which I do not in the 
slightest doubt. It would bring about an 
enormous cheapening of the methods of 
communication at present existing. The 
present system of submarine cables to¬ 
day fulfills the demands of communica¬ 
tion to a great extent. But the great 
cost of the cables themselves# and their 
heavy working expenses, causes the ex¬ 
isting method to be beyond the reach of 
a majority of people Inhabiting the va¬ 
rious countries of the world. But could 
this new method be applied, I believe 
the cost of what we now call cabling to 
England might be reduced at least 
twenty fold. The present rates are 
t wen tv-five cents a word. I do not *ce 
why. eventually, with the wireless sys¬ 
tem. this cost should not b»* reduced to 
One cent a word or less.” 

TO MEET HIM IN NEW YORK. 

Miss Holman Will Wed the Inventor 
of Wireless Telegraphy. 

Indianapolis, Dec. 19.—MbM Josephine 
Holman, fiancee of Signor Marconi, wnld 
to-day she Mad received several t»*le- 
itram* from him within the past two 
days. Ml** Holman further admitted 
that she was about to Join Signor Mat- 
coni In New York. *‘l shall leave for 
New York in a day or two,” said she, 
“to Join Signor Marconi in response to 
his telegram. I cannot «ay on Just 
wliat day or train T chall go.” 

Miss Holman declined to nay whether 
she would be married to Signor Marconi 
while East or not. It is known among 
her intimate friends that her wedding 
outfit, even to the wedding dress, ha* 
been completed. It is believed by some 
of her friends that the marriage may 
take place next week in New York. 

Miss Holman and her mother gave up 
their flat in New York and came to In¬ 
dianapolis to remain indefinitely. Since 
i^at time they have been at Mrs. Hol¬ 
man’s mother’s.

D?r 19,-Sf. rotary of the 
Treasury Lyman J. Gajre was the 
guest of honor and the principal speak¬ 
er at the annua! banquet of Group VHL 
of the New York State Bankers’ Asso¬ 
ciation. held to-night at the Waldorf- 
Astoria. Nearly 600 members of the as¬ 
sociation and their guests were present. 
George F. Baker, president of the First 
National Bank, was toastmaster. 

Besides Secretary Gage the speakers 
were ex-Speaker Thomas B. Deed, the 
Rev. Dr. Donald Suge Maekay, ex- 
Judge Henry E. Howland and Amos 
Parker Wilder. The toasts to which 
they responded were respectively: “Bus¬ 
iness and Legislation,” The Corporate 
Conscience and the Men Who Help To 
31aIt. ' “Lawyers and Financiers’* 
and “The West and the Money Pow¬ 
er.” 

It wus 10 o’clock when Mr. Gage arose 
to speak, and he was heartily greeted 
by the diners. 

• • • 

Mr. Gage's Speech. 

Secretary Gage said in part: 

“It Is a strange anomaly that while in 
n-arl> every oiher department of life 
jtnprovemunt it the Indispensable rule. 
In the great field of banking, finance and 
exchange we go on with an Indifferent re¬ 
gard to the handicap imposed by defec¬ 
tive methods and dismiss with l.ttle con¬ 
sideration suggestion* which, If adopted 
would advance society and business af¬ 
fairs In tho great economic field of indus¬ 
try and exchange. The evidence of Im¬ 
provement In ail c/ther departments of life 
are manifest on every hand. Old ma¬ 
chinery Is thrown away. 

“In my late report to Congress.” Mr 
Gage continued, ”1 t.H>& occasion to call 
attention to the subject of hanking and 
currency, to poitn out what I beiiove to 
lie defects in both, and to suggest some 
Improvements in each which I believe are 
absolutely necessary In order to put us 
Into safe and strong competitive relations 
with better equipped titan we are 

in that system of machinery by which 
credit Is made as useful us ’•'apital. and 
by which the products of human Industry 
ure exchanged for each other. I want to 
excite in your minds an Interest In the 
great subject. 

• • • 

Banking System's Weakness. 

“In the report referred to attention was 
called to what I consider the fundamental 
weakness of our banking system In the 
United States. There was explained the 
function that the bank performs as an !n- 
terroed:ary through which credit is marie 
available to the uses of production and 
industry and <thus given a power scarcely 
less great than the power of capital Itself. 
An effort was made to show, in the words 
of a very clear writer upon the subject 
ol banking, that the bank is an Institu¬ 
tion to ‘swap’ its credit for the credit of 
other member* of the community which 
except for the office of the bank, would 
be nonavailable for the u*cs of life. And. 
in passing this (mint, let me repeat a 
suggestion made a day or two since by u 
gentleman who said the nomenclature of 
tho street ought to be changed. *\Ve read 
ail the ‘Lime,* he said, 'of the rates for 
money. To-day money l* quoted at 2 per 
rent.; to-morrow 3, and the next day 6; to 
bo folio wed, perhaps, by a rate as high 
10 or 12, anti people become alarmed 
it bout the scarcity of money as indicated 
by these high rates, when su bat an* tally 
there hae le**» no change in the volume of 
money, either hi the hands of the people 
or romulnlng under the control of riie 
banks. What ought to be quoted is not 
money, but credit. What Is the price of 
credit, stated In the terms of Interest? it 
is credit that Is getting difficult, not actual 
money thrft m becoming scarce.’ 

“The weakness of our banking system 
is in the isolation and entire ** porn tenets 
of the individual banks over the country 
When a period of distrust or doubt comet* 
over the land there {* a seeking of per¬ 
sonal safety through that general Instinct 
of self-preservation which drive* tuan In 
a confused mass over each other at the 
outcry of 'fire' at the theater. T ventured 
to suggest a system of coalition between 
individual member* o-f the banking com¬ 
munity through the country Into one cen¬ 
tral Institution, with convenient branches 
in the iarger cities, in which all banks 
should be related or Interested according 
to their Individual relative Importanre. 
and which, in a certain sense, should 
represent to the banking Interest* of th*- 
rountry what the Federnl Government 
represents in our political system. Great 
prejudice exists I know against the aggre¬ 
gation of great wealth In the hand* of a 
few men. Happily it is the law of nature 
that larger gains and better advantage* 
ran be secured to aggregated weaRh by 
serving faithfully the common Interests 
than by explolt'ng the community through 
n system of theft and robbery.“ 

• • • 

Currency Reform. 

The Secretary urged that ihere be a 
reform of the currency system of the 
nation along the lines outlined in his 
report to Congress and declared that 
no time was more favorable than the 
present for the Judicious revision of the 
laws. He tedd of the reduction of the 
Interest charge on the national debt 
and, commenting upon it, said: 

“The cosh under th© control ot lh*

Government is larger than at any previ¬ 
ous tim* in Its history. «<> large, indeed, 
as to cause anxiety in your minus and In 
the minds of those more immediately re¬ 
sponsible for Government finances. The 
financial strength of the Government la 
now unsurpassed. Other naitlon*. strug¬ 
gling wtth debt or involved In the enor¬ 
mous expenditures incidental to actual 
■war or in the maintenance of great 
armies, look w»th envious eyes upon the 
happy condition of tnls people. But time* 
change, events succeed event*, and th© 
brightness of tho sun to-day is often ob¬ 
scured by th© cioudrTbtit urtso to-morrow. 
In periods of strength and prosperity It 1* 
th© part of wisdom to make provision 
against possible future periods of stress 
and strain.“

NOTED MANAGER IS DEAD. 


W ITHIN the next thirty - six 
hours the fate of the Na¬ 
tional League will be decid¬ 
ed. Undoubtedly there never 
has been such a crisis in the history of 
baseball as the present situation. Strange 
things have happened—there ts plenty 
of time for strahger things to come up. 
Yesterday the ten-years* agreement, 
which has kept the National league to¬ 
gether since the recovery from th© Broth, 
erhoocl war, expired legally. The consti¬ 
tution of the National league lives on, 
and two clubs or as many more as de¬ 
cide to comply wKh the national agree¬ 
ment may elect to continue the agree¬ 
ment. I 

But Andrew Freedman, w*ho owns and 
controls C5 per cent, of the stock of the 
New York Club, Is not satisfied with the 
way the National League has conducted 
affairs, and has brought legal proceed¬ 
ings against President A. G. Spalding. 
Magnates of Chicago. Philadelphia, Pitts¬ 
burg and Brooklyn do not like the way 
Freedman has done business, and they 
lose no time in telling their stories in 
public. The case, as will be noted In 
the telegram from New York, printed be¬ 
low, was continued yesterday because of 
the absence from New York of one of 
Freedman’s lawyers. 

To-day there will bo a hearing in the 
Injunction proceedings, and if the courts 
decide that President Spalding has no 
right to act as executive of the Nar 
tional League there will be chaos again 
.n the baseball s tuatlon. Some critics 
will say, In that event, that the league 
will return to the condition before Mr. 
Spalding was elected—to a deadlock at 4 
to 4-whilo others^ say* that Freedman 
will bold the w'hlp hand, amd will give 
the American League an opportunity to 
enter New York City.

' HE expulsion of the American 
Jockey, Lester Rclff, from the 
English turf wns at the time 
of the expulsion not only re¬ 
gretted, but was the subject of many bit¬ 
ter denunciations by almost every fair- 
minded follower of tho ^racing turf. The 
little Jockey, according to reports, was 
accused by the stewards of the English 
Jockey Club of not trying to win an 
Important race, and, while the charge 
was not clearly proven, he wa« made 
to suffer the penalty and was forced to 
accept the apparent unjust decision Tho 
American horse owners were Justly Indig. 
n«nt, and William C. Whitney went so 
far us to withdraw his racing string from 
the English tracks. Richard Croker also 
fell in line, and Dame Rumor sold that 
he al*o promised to ©hip his string of 
racer^ to America. Since that time Mr. 
Whitney has. to a certain extent, recon¬ 
sidered his decision, and has signified his 
Intention to enter o-ne of his famous 
racers for the English Derby.

Fix Contents of Balance Sheet. 


"Th© shareholders’ balance sheet 
shall be in such form as may be from 
time to time directed by the stockhold¬ 
ers and shall In every case contain; 

"First—The amount of capita! Issued 
and the amount paid up. distinguishing 
the amount p.ild up in money and the 
amount paid up otherwise, and the ar¬ 
rears. if any. of calls due. 

"Second—The amount of debts due by 
the company, distinguishing the amount 
of mortgages ajid lien charge* upon 
the general assets. 

"Third—The amount of debts due the 
company after making a proper deduc¬ 
tion tot debts considered bad or doubt¬ 
ful. 

"Fourth—111© actual surplus (if any) 
and the nature and mod© In which It Is 
u*©d and invested. 

"Fifth—The amount by which the 
gross value of assets has been increased 
since the Inst bulutice sheet In conse¬ 
quence of any increase in the valuation 
of th* real or personal property be¬ 
longing to the company."

FINAL DECISION 
INTERESTS WAREHOUSEMEN. 


Judge Evans Upheld By Higher Court 
As To War Taxes On Tobacco.

Every kind 
of a store was crowded—jewelry, book, 
picture, umbrella, trunk, toy, depart¬ 
ment. candy, drug, hat, gents' furnish¬ 
ing, ladles' furnishing, ten-cent, five- 
cent, flower, furniture, carpet, dry 
goods, clothing, boot and shoe. No 
house lacked a stream of purchasers. 

The river of humanity that poured 
In Fourth, scattered up and down all 
Intersecting streets that held attrac¬ 
tions for the buyer of holiday gifts. At 
the edge of every pavement handsome 
equipages stood. The woman who pre¬ 
sides as charming hostess at the moat 
exclusive functions of the season, and 
the man whose bank account runs Into 
six and seven figures rubbed elbows 
with the servant who dispenses coffee 
to her policeman friend In the kitchen, 
and the man who works In the factory. 
It was not only a metropolitan but a 
cosmopolitan crowd that thronged the 
streets, and there was "scrip in their 
purses.” too. Everybody seems to have 
enlisted in the army of prosperity, and 
Louisville shopkeepers to-day find more 
liberal spenders In the population of the 
city than they ever did before.

Great Crowds On the Streets. 


Judge Evans has been sustained by 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals, in Cincinnati, In his decision In 
the case of the Roberts Tobacco Com¬ 
pany, of Henderson, against E. T. 
FYanke. Collector of Internal Revenue, 
thereby settling a quesHlon of great In¬ 
terest to tobacco warehousemen all over 
the State, 

Between April 14 and June 13. 1598. 
the date on which the war revenue act 
became effective, the Roberts Tobacco 
Company had purchased stamps from 
the Government at the old rate of s x 
cents on the pound, and had affixed 
them to certain manufactured tobacco. 

' On June 13 of that year the tax was 
Increased to twelve cents on the pound, 
and the act made such tax-.** mature on 
p tlu* date of the removal of the tobacco 
from the warehouse or Its sale for con¬ 
sumption. The tobacco stamped at the 
oM rate by the Roberts company was 
not removed or sold until after June 13. 1 

One of the clauses of the war revenue 
tax provided that tobacco stamped aft€<r 
April 14 and prior to the puseage of 
the act should pay one-half the dif¬ 
ference between the old and the new 
rate, or nine cents on the pound. 

The Commissioner of Internal Rev¬ 
enue held that the fallur* t » remove the 
tobacco made the Roberts company 
liable for the full tax. This was paid 
tinder protest. 

The case was carried to Judge Evans, 
who held that the company was only 
liable for an additional three cents **n 
the pound, as. by the payment of the 
flr-q tax. the tobacco had been construc¬ 
tively removed from the warehouse. In 
this decision he has Just been confirmed 
by the higher court.

Defense Now Hits Inning 
in Hanlon Trial. 


MAY FINISH IT TODAY. 


COMMONWEALTH PUTS UP A 
STRONG CASE. 


THREE MEN GUARD PRISONER. 


The Commonwealth rested Its case 
yesterday afternoon In the trial of 
George Hanlon, charged with the mur¬ 
der of Police Corporal Fred Rlchter- 
kesslng. and the defense will commence 
the Introduction of Its testimony at 10 
o’clock this morning. It is supposed 
that, as In the former trial, It will lead 
off with Hanlon, and there Is a bare 
possibility of concluding the trial to¬ 
day. although It Is thought that it will 
run Into Saturday. 

The Commonwealth's case at this trial 
Is as strong, if not stronger, than at the 
preceding trial. A great deal of Irrel¬ 
evant testimony has been lopped off 
w'hlch has served to bring out more 
forcibly the essential features of the 
case for the prosecution. The defense 
has signally failed to break Into the 
Commonwealth's line. 

In accordance with Instructions from 
Judge Barker, three policemen are al¬ 
ways on hand In the afternoon to ac¬ 
company the two deputy JaJlers and 
Hanlon to the Jail. This Is done as a 
matter of protection for both sides. 

Mr. Arthur Peter was the first wit¬ 
ness yesterday, and he stated that he 
and two ladies were at the southeast 
comer of Sixth and Broadway about 
7:55 o’clock on the night of the murder. 
He saw two policemen on the corner. He 
and the ladies with him boarded a car 
and before they reached Center street 
he heard a shot. 

Abe Wakefield, colored, a coal peddler, 
testified that he drove in to Sixth street 
and Broadway and saw two officers on 
the southeast comer. He had not gone 
far when he heard the shot. He said 
that Immediately afterward he saw an 
officer run out Sixth street and turn Into 
the alley. 

Charles Wingfield, colored, testified 
that he and John Davis were coming in 
Sixth street, on the west side, and when 
near Broadway he saw' two policemen 
on the corner and one turned to go 
across Broadway. Then the other shot 
him and ran out Sixth street and turned 
Into the alley. 

“What did you have on that night? 

"Nothin’ but an ole piece of hat." 

This answer was not what Mr. Blit* 
wanted. 

"Did you wear an overcoat? 

Annie Hatchett, colored, stated that 
she and Isaac Black, also colored, were 
going east on Broadway, on the south 
side. They passed two officers on the 
southeast comer and were opposite the 
Synagogue when she heard the shot. 
She did not know either of the officers. 

John Davis, colored, was the next wit¬ 
ness. and he corroborated Y\ IngfielU. In 
answer to a question from Mr. O N*al 
he said that the officer who ran out 
Sixth street looked taller than Hanlon.

Some said 
that a negro did the killing." 

Russell Brown said thut he saw Han- 
h>n In Oravlss’ mloon, at Sixth and 
^ork street*), about 8:50 o’clock. Han¬ 
lon had a drink and remained about 
twenty minutes. Some one asked him 
If he had heard of the killing, and Han¬ 
lon said that the first he had heard of 
it wn« from Patrolman Cahill.

in the shanty. 

John A Irvin was a new witness for 
the Commonwealth. He was also In 
Gravies ualoon. and when he heard 
H&nion jniggest a game of cards. Irvin 
beckoned to him to come to the front 
part of tfie grocery. 

I there told Hanlon that he ought 

* ‘° Pl a >' cards, «f» the police suspect- 
ed him or the crime. He denied It. and 
said that he had no motive to kill Rleh- 
terkesslng. On my mentioning Col. 
Hanger s name, he spoke rather bitter¬ 
ly of him. 

Oravlsa, who own* the saloon at Sixth 
and York streets, testified that Hanlon 
came into the ,«aloon on the morning of 
April 1.

Hanlon Was “Sore.” 

"I asked him how he felt, and he 
said he was sore, and that he thought 
of resigning that morning because they 
were always after him. He then said 
that he would yet get even with some 
of the-.** 

Patrolman J. J. Camozzi said that tn 
the latter part of March Hanlon told 
him in one of the shanties that he had 
been before the Board of Public Safety 
and fined three days for missing his 
post. He then said that the next time 
^ trouble “he would get In 

Col. J. H. Hanger testified to a con¬ 
versation he had with Hanlon after he 
; was brought to Central station. 

- where he had been since 

i:30. Ho 5ald that he had been on hla 
heat. I denied this and told him that 
he wa» suspected of the murder, and 
that it w r as to his advantage to talk 
to me. His reply was he had no word 
for me—lhat I was not his fr'.'ind. I 
then told him to consider himtelf un¬ 
der arrest on the charge of murder." 

Col. Hanger also testified to smelling 
freshly burned powder In Hanlon's re¬ 
volver and seeing shreds of ‘powder in 
the barrel. 

Police (’apt. Tom Maher testified that 
Col. Haager had directed him to have 
a la ^ with Hanlon at the Central sta¬ 
tion. He t<dd Hanlon that he was afraid 
he was "up against It."

Hanlon Would Not Talk. 



William Allen, a night trouble man of 
the Louisville Electric Light Company, 
said that he was on his way to fix a 
light on Sixth street, between York oJid 
Breckinridge. 

“As l turned in Sixth I saw a pa¬ 
trolman and an officer on the southens* 
corner. When I had driven a short dis¬ 
tance beyond the alley I heard a shot. 
I turned and drove back. I did not see 
any one running out Sixth, but a person 
would have had time to run from the 
corner to the alley before I could have 
been In a poettion to see." 

Isaac Black, the little colored boy who 
has been one of the most prominent 
characters In the trials, was the next 
witness. He stated that he and Annie 
Hatchett passed the southeast corner 
of Sixth street and Broadway. He saw 
Hanlon and another officer standing on 
the corner. He was opposite the Syna¬ 
gogue when he heard a shot. He turned 
and saw an officer running out Sixth 

8l "Dld you know Hanlon?" asked Mr. 

B "Ye*. sir. My father once Introduced 
me to him." 

Mr J T O'Neal’s cross-examination 
of the boy was rigid, but did not shake 
him as to the material points. 

Mr. Alfred Selllgman next took the 
9 tand, and said: , 

"When the ehot was fired I was In the 
vestry room of the synagogue. I got 
there at 7:40 o’clock. About five or seven 
minutes afterward I heard the shot. I 
went to where the dead man was lying 
and inquired If any one knew anything 
about the murder. Isaac Black. Annie 
Hatchett and Mary Baker at once spoke 
up and said that they knew about it. 
I took their names and detained them 
till the police came." 

Ma>tm Hall, a Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville night watchman, testified that he 
was on Broadway, about sixty feet west 
of Center, when he heard the shot. 

"I looked up in that direction, and 
saw some smoke, and then a dark fig¬ 
ure disappearing out Sixth street."

Policeman Ran From Alley. 


"Hanlon said: ’Up against what?’ 
And I said: 'The killing of Rlchterkes- 
slng.’ Hanlon's only reply w*as: 'Oh. I 
1 reckon not.' Thl* was all 1 could get 
out of him." 

Capt. Maher described his going to 
the scene of the murder, where Mr. 
Selllgman gave him the names of Isaac 
Black, Annie Hatchett and Mary Ba¬ 
ker. He then described the unavailing 
search for Hanlon on hla beat. 

Patrolman Klmvarney testified to 
searching Hanlon In the Jail and find¬ 
ing five cartridges In his pocket 

Police Sergt. J. M. Adams described 
his part in the search through HanlonV* 
beat. The wltn -t* said that Hanlon did 
not make the post. 

"I made Officer Barry’s post at Sixth 
street and Broadway. I left him 
standing on the corner about 7:40 p. m. 
I saw' nothing of Hanlon or Rlchter- 
kesslng." 

Mr. E. T. Tierney, of the Board of 
Public Safety, testified from the board's 
rocorda that Hanlon had been twice 
reported by Rlchterkessing for mlsFlng 
his post, and lhat on the occasion of tiie 
last report Hanlon had been informed 
that the next time he was reported 
w-ould moan his discharge. 

Henry Martin, the father-in-law of 
Rlchterkessing. identified Rlchterkes- 
slng’s coat. He found the coat bloody 
and with a bullet hole In the back of 
i the collar. 

The Commonwealth here rested, and 
Judge Barker adjourned court until 10 
o'clock this morning.

She heard some one running, 
and then eaw a man In police uniform 
come out of the alley on the west side 
of Fifth street and cross over and Into 
the opposite alley. 

William Barrftt. a motorman on the 
Fourth-avenue line, testified that Han¬ 
lon boarded his south-bound car at York 
street on the night of the murder at 
8:06 o'clock He stood on the rear plat¬ 
form, with his face looking north. Bar¬ 
rett last noticed Hanlon at Breckin¬ 
ridge street. 

John Mike O’Bryan, a barkeeper In 
Mike Tierney’s saloon, at Fourth avenue 
and C street, »*tated that Hanlon came 
In the saloon about 8:16 o’clock on the 
night of April l and had a drink. 

Charles Meyers cor rob rated O’Bryan. 

Court w«k then adjourned for dinner. 

Fred W. BenJer was the first witness 
on the court’s reassembling, and h« tes¬ 
tified to seeing Hanlon walk twice by 
Col. Haager’* house, on Lee street, on 
th<* night of the killing Richard Hay* 
gave similar testimony. 

Charles Hnertz. who was With Ben¬ 
der and Hays, raw an officer g<» by Col. 
Hanger’s residence, but he did not know' 
whether It wa* Hanlon. 

Patrolman Conrad Day saw Hanlon 
corning out of the alley on C street, be¬ 
tween Third and Fourth avenues. Han¬ 
lon treated him t«» a drink itt Philip 
Meyers’ saloon. Hanlon quickly left the
